State Lets Marin Property 
Take Crushing Burdens 


U.S.A. 


While the state eases its own financial 
burdens in such fields as welfare and 
education, it loads ever more on the 
county payer of property taxes. 
That is the focal point of the picture 
drawn before Marin supervisors the 
other day in the course of analyzing lat­ 
est trends in welfare administration. 
The supervisorial consensus was that 
to eliminate such costly and obsolete 
systems as large isolated state institu­ 
tions for the mentally ill and retarded, 
and to develop local community re­ 
sources, is proper. But at the same time 
it’s unfair and doesn’t make sense if the 
state fails to share some of its own gain 
through relief from vast institutional 
expenses of the past. 
This philosophy also applies in educa­ 
tion. State participation has dropped 
generally from around 50 to around 40 
per cent while costs have gone up sev­ 
eral hundred per cent. Moreover, in 
both education and welfare the county 
has little discretion— “the orders come 
down.’’ 
There is finally bound to be a limit, 
believe it or not, to what can be raised 
from property taxation. There can be 
no question, moreover, but that in prin­ 
ciple income tax places the burden more 
fairly, and in line with ability to pay. 
Sales tax similarly is a more sensible 
and sensitive medium, skimming the 
cream off actual transactions instead of 
robbing the elderly. But who likes it? 
Not the public at large. Efforts to boost 


sales taxes are a nice way to dig one’s 
political grave. 
It is of little avail for such local of­ 
ficials as county supervisors to seek 
any overall vast reduction in public out­ 
lay. 
As 
newcomers 
in 
office 
they 
promptly discover that they are han­ 
dling far less power than they expected. 
In many matters they must take orders 
from the state, and be in jeopardy of 
losing state and federal aid if they don't 
see to it that every requirement is fully 
met. 
The Marin supervisors’ discussion 
showed an acute awareness of the fal­ 
lacy of overloading the property tax 
critter, and it was a good inspiration to 
seek closer contact with Marin repre­ 
sentatives in Sacramento. 


It was a similarly sound idea to plan 
circulation of Marin grassroot views 
among the supervisors of other coun­ 
ties, sharing our perplexities and som e­ 
times even harder hit by current de­ 
velopments. 
Placer County, for ex­ 
ample, has found recent welfare re­ 
quirements imposing a charge of seven 
cents per $100 assessed property value 
— substantial for anybody and extrem e­ 
ly so for Placer. 


The trend toward a welfare state con­ 
tinues on both the state and the federal 
levels. At any rate a more equable dis­ 
tribution of the tax burden is due and 
overdue. It is good to see unanimity and 
clear thought on the problem in Marin.

Soviet Sweetie Played Role 
In Barghoorn Mystery

WASHINGTON — The bit­ 
ter - s w e e t complexities of 
romance are definitely en­ 
twined 
in 
Prof. 
Frederick 
Barghoorn’s mysterious im­ 
prisonment in Russia. 
The 5 2 -year-old bachelor 
Yale educator was trying to 
arrange for a Russian woman 
to be allowed to come to the 
U. S. to marry him when he 
was suddenly arrested as a 
spy. 
He has known her for a 
number of years. But his re­ 
peated efforts to gain per­ 
mission for her to leave Rus­ 
sia have been unavailing. 


CLOSE FRIENDS k n o w 
little about her, other than 
that she is an intellectual and 
is engaged in the “cultural 
field.” Barghoorn has been 
active in promoting cultural 
relations between the U. S. 
and the Soviet. 
One theory being advanced 
by State Department authori­ 
ties is that Barghoom’s arrest 
was primarily for “domestic 
consumption”; that is, as a 
pointed warning to Russians 
to avoid ties with foreigners. 
The Kremlin took this means 
of hammering home the long­ 
standing policy that its people 
are to keep away from for­ 
eigners. 


NO OUTSIDER knows more 
about this policy than Barg­ 
hoorn. In one of his publica-

tions he wrote: 
“Normal relations between 
Soviet citizens and foreigners 
are made difficult by funda­ 
mental features of the Soviet 
system. . . . Warnings and 
sometimes arrests have be­ 
fallen Soviet citizens who, 
without instructions, enter in­ 
to more than casual, acciden­ 
tal contacts with foreign vis­ 
itors. 
“Even S o v i e t scientists, 
though freer than u n d e r 
Stalin, cannot with impugnity 
conduct 
professional corre­ 
spondence with foreign col­ 
leagues 
without 
clearance 
from their superiors.” 


CASTRO STOOGE—A well- 
known U. S. author was paid 
$25,000 to write a favorable 
book about the Communist 
Castro regime. 
The Senate Internal Secur­ 
ity Subcommittee, headed by 
Sen. James Eastland (D-Miss.), 
is preparing to make public a 
contract between this author 
and Cuban Foreign Minister 
Raul Roa for this axle-greas­ 
ing book. 
The author has admitted to 
the Senate investigators that 
he received the $25,000. Now 
living in New York, he has 
written and lectured exten­ 
sively on Latin America. 


RED FLASHES — Those 
Red Chinese “advisers” the 
State Department has finally 
admitted are in Cuba were 
transported in Russian ships. 
That’s the word of Navy in­ 
telligence. It estimates these 
Chinese “advisers” now num­ 
ber around 8,000: 5,000 para­ 
troopers and 3,000 “techni­ 
cians.” 
The 
Soviet vessels 
that brought them to Cuba 
returned with cargoes of sug­ 
ar for China. . . . 
The chiefs of staff of seven 
Arab states are meeting in 
Cairo for the avowed purpose 
of “preparing the way for a 
conference of Arab foreign 
ministers and defense min­ 
isters to discuss Israeli plans 
to divert the Jordan River.”

Honky-Tonks, Sewage Troubling Tahoe 


Is Lake Becoming Gambling 
Cesspool And Coney Island?

AL TAHOE dJPT)—Mark Twain 
once called l^ake Tahoe “the 
loveliest sight the whole earth 
affords ” 
people don't speak that way 
any more — especially about 
Lake Tahoe, 


Justly or not, this famed 
Sierra resort 6,225 feet high 
on the California-Nevada bor­ 
der is being dubbed every­ 
thing from “a cesspool for 
gambling joints,” “a recrea­ 
tional slum” and “a city with 
a hole in the middle” to “a 
Sierra ( oney Island.” 


At the same time It’s being 
acclaimed 
as 
Nevada’s 
new 
"IN” resort, the “coming Ve­ 
gas” “the pinnacle of success” 
for entertainers and “Amer­ 
ica's all-year playground ” 
Tahoe boasts the world’s top 
night club performers, some of 
its most exquisite b e a u t y , 
enough 
gambling to satisfy 
anybody and more business 
than it can handle. Add these 
up and they total trouble. 


The 21.6 mile long lake, 
one of three clearest in the 
world, is threatened hy sew­ 
age 
pollution. 
Along 
the 
shore, neon m o t o r lodge 
signs dangle from pine limbs. 
"Buy now” billboards replace 
timber In the forests. “ In­ 
dian trading posts,” “carni­ 
vals,” h a m b u r g e r joints, 
overrun lots—they’re every­ 
where. 
California plans to 
ring Its side of the lake with 
a freeway or “ p a r k w a y . ” 
And, although Lake Tahoe 
has 71 miles of shoreline, 
only seven are public. 


From Mark Twain’s day un­ 
til a decade ago urbanization of 
Tahoe’s wilderness moved slow­ 
ly. Civilized life at the sleepy 
lake consisted mainly of a few 
millionaires' homes, some sum­ 
mer cabins, scattered resorts 
and camp grounds. The trip 
was long and hard 
But gambling, freeways, win­ 
ter sports and plenty of promo­ 
tion changed all that in the 
early 1950s 
Now thousands arrive daily 
by airplane or on two transcon­ 
tinental highways. Whereas the 
trip from San Francisco for­ 
merly took days, the 200 plus 
miles now are traveled before 
lunch. 
In summer, tourists bring 
swimming suits, boats, fishing 
gear and hiking boots. In win­ 
ter, they lash skiis to the car 
roof 
and 
head 
for 
nearby 
Squaw Valley, site of the I960 
winter Olympics, or Heavenly 
Valley, to ride a new tramway. 


But always they bring their 
wallets. 
And, as If drawn 
magnetically by the razzle- 
dazzle atmosphere of gam­ 
ing tables and showgirls, and 
jingle-jangle of slot machines 
and honkty-tonk, they scurry 
to one of a dozen Nevada 
casinos that separate the two 
states at either end of the 
lake. 


By far the most popular and 
successful of these are the two 
big clubs at south shore—Har- 
rail’s and H a r v e y ' s W a g o n 
Wheel. 
Although official f i g u r e s 
never are divulged, informed 
sources say Harrah’s Tahoe op­ 
eration is the biggest in Nevada

—if not in the world. They say 
Harvey’s is number three. And 
these two, they add, operate 
more slot machines than the 
entire Las Vegas “strip.” 
“We had no idea of getting 
as big as we are,” Bill Harrah 
says. “Rut we get lucky once 
in awhile.” 


Harrah's popularity stems 
largely from the top draw­ 
er entertainment he books. 
For $4.40, including tax, a 
person may sit in Harrah's 
luxurious South Shore Room 
with four drinks of his choice 
and watch the world’s top 
talent. 


And no wonder. Harrah pro- 


vides his top stars with a beach 
house, motel suites, speed boats 
and even a Rolls-Royce. 


Harrah’s “favors” don’t stop 
with the performers. He offers 
babysitting service for chil­ 
dren of all ages, and virtually 
free round trip bus transporta­ 
tion from the San Francisco 
Bay Area. These trips average 
about 34 daily. 


Across the street, Harvey 
Gross opened shop in 1946 
with six slot machines and a 
small bar. Last year he com­ 
pleted an 11-story, 8.5 mil­ 
lion-dollar hotel and got so 
big he decided to discontinue 
as “unnecessary” all chart- 


ered bus trips. 


“We’ve had 89 conventions 
since 
April 
and 
have 
101 
booked between now and next 
June.” explains publicist Lou 
Hardy. 
Harvey offers unique serv­ 
ice: He buses hundreds of va­ 
cationers to church each Sun­ 
day. 
What kind of tourists come 
to Tahoe? 
A 
Harrah's 
official 
says 
“they’re generally from the 
middle class up. The average 
person here is a guy who is not 
trying to make his fortune, but 
someone who is out for an eve­ 
ning or a weekend—you know, 


having a ball.” 


Edward Olsen, the Nevada 
Gaming C ontrol Board chair­ 
man, says Tahoe is “certainly 
not” replacing Vegas as hang- 
o u t for so-called “ high-rol- 
lers.” 


“Tahoe is coming and is I 
growing, 
no question 
about 
that, but it’s a different type of 
thing than Vegas,” Olsen says ! 
“ It’s more like Reno. There are 
proport!onately more middle 
income people coming to Ta­ 
hoe and Reno than to Vegas 
Vegas seemingly has more peo­ 
ple with a little extra wealth.” 
However, the latest quarterly 
gross winnings released by the 
state, for April through June, 
are interesting. Although Las 
Vegas' take still has three and 
one-half times that of south 
shore Tahoe, the desert oasis 
was down about three per cent 
compared to the same period a 
year before. Meanwhile south 
shore was up about 6 7 per 
cent. 


Many 
theories 
are 
ad­ 
vanced at Tahoe as to why 
“ T h e l a k e in t h e s k y ” 
changed from a quiet, Alpine 
wilderness Shangri-la to a 
| b r i g h t l y lit, skvscrapered 
gambling center beset with 
countless problems. 


But a Nevada consulting en­ 
gineer hit it right on the but­ 
ton recently when he said: “The 
problem at I^ke Tahoe is not 
sewage or gambling. It is peo­ 
ple.” 
In 1950, the permanent all- 
year population of the entire 
506 square mile Tahoe basin 
was only 2,700. Now it’s 17,000 
and growing at the fantastic 
rate of 30 per cent. On peak 
tourist days, the population hits 
about 150.000 
And by 1980, 
there'll be more than 400,000 
here on big weekends. By com- 
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parison, neighboring A l p i n e 
County in California has a 
population of around 400. 


To make matters worse, 
the federal government, two 
states, five counties and 76 
smaller agencies all have 
some jurisdiction over the 
lake. Efforts to place a bi­ 
state commission in charge 
of public recreation so far 
ha\c failed. 
And the lake 
lacks even one incorporated 
city, although there is a move 
to form one on the south 
shore. 


The most controversial prob-1 
lem at present is south shore 
sewage—what to do with it. 
When the sewage, even treated 
to highest standards, is pumped 
to spreading grounds, it has a 
w a y o f s e e p i n g b a c k into 
streams which flow into the 
lake. 
This causes algae and 
threatens to ruin the lake’s 
clarity. 
The Lake Tahoe Area Coun­ 
cil, a private organization, fi­ 
nanced a $125,000 sewage en­ 
gineering study which recom­ 
mended that existing disposal 
methods be abandoned. Since 
then there has been a sugges­ 
tion that a 16-million-dollar two 
and one-half mile tunnel be 
drilled through a mountain into 
Nevada's Carson Valley. This 
could house a two-lane highway 
and also carry away Tahoe’s 


sewage problem 


One 
of Tahoe's 
biggest 
critics has been California 
Gov. Edmund G. Brown, who 
in turn has been charged 
with issuing “reckless pub­ 
licity releases” that “destroy 
the worldwide image” of the 
lake. 


Brown says south shore al­ 
ready is virtually “a recreation- 
j al slum ” And he has asked 
his agencies to come up with a 
way to “save” the rest of the 
lake. 
“To build more gambling 
joints on the I^ake Tahoe shore 
is to my mind sacriligeous,” 
1 Brown says. "Let them have 
their gambling at Las Vegas or 
Reno, but they ought to stay 
away from Lake Tahoe ” 


M e a n w h i l e , Harrah's is 
going ahead with plans to 
build a 25-storv hotel cost­ 
ing anywhere from 12 to 25 
million dollars. 
A similar 
structure is being construct­ 
ed by the Del Webb Corp. 
And an eight-story hotel soon 
will rise on the California 
side.

It has been the apple in Lis­ 
bon’s eye since its first ex­ 
plorers landed in the Congo, 
450 years ago, searching for 
Prester John’s legendary em­ 
pire. 
Extending 1,000 miles along 
the West Coast of Africa, from 
the mouth of the Congo River 
to the arid wastes of Southwest 
Africa, Angola is rich in oil, 
diamonds, coffee, sugar, tobac­ 


co and cotton. Its shores yield 
respectable amounts of fish 
and many of its swift rivers 
are waiting to be harnessed. 
Standing 
squarely in 
the 
Congo’s way to the sea, Angola 
also plays a vital part in the 
development 
and 
extraction 
of Katanga’s vast mining rich­ 
es. 


The British - owned Ben- 
guela Railway runs from the 
port of l^obito into the heart 
of the Congo - Katanga min- 
i n g d i s t r i c t . I t i s t h e 
shortest outlet for copper, 
aluminum, manganese, co­ 
balt, zinc and iron ores of 
the region. Long trains move 
daily from Katanga to Ixibl- 
to, hauling hopper after hop­ 
per full of minerals. 


The Benguela Railway is also 
the Western railhead for the 
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only rail facility linking the 
Atlantic and Indian Oceans. 
The Eastern end is in Mozam­ 
bique. 
Control of this railroad, plus 
virtual possession of the Congo 
river’s mouth — it flows into 
the Atlantic between the Ango­ 
lan mainland and the Cabinda j 
enclave to the north — gives 
Portugal a unique position to 
control Congolese traffic. 
A new dam at Cambame cost 
more than 35 million dollars 
and is considered to be second i 
only to the UAR’s Aswan Dam. 
It is already generating power. 
Two thousand kilometers o f ! 
roads are being pushed from 
the Atlantic towards the hin-1 
terlands. Light industry is be­ 
ing expanded. 
The German 
Krupp concern is backing the 
development of iron ore mines 
which may soon compete with 
Katanga’s. 
Portuguese 
inves- 
ors are urged to contribute 
toward Angolan development. 
The small Portuguese are 
also encouraged to settle in 
Angola. 
Its 
population 
has 
been estimated at 4.8 million, 
of which some 250,000 are 
white and mulatto. 


On the opposite side is 
p o p u l o u s 
Mozambique, 
roughly the size of Texas 
and South Carolina lumped 
together 


Apart from its importance 
as an exporter of cotton, tea. I 
tobacco, sugar, sisal, nuts and ( 
cattle, Mozambique is in a po­ 
sition to control a considerable j 
amount of traffic bound for 
South Africa. 
Its capital city of Lourenco I 
Marques is the seaport closest \ 
to Johannesburg, the economic j 
and industrial center of the | 
Union of South Africa. As a 
result many shipments from 
the Orient consigned to Johan-1 
nesburg, as well as freight not 
unloaded at Capetown, reaches 
the Transvaal by rail from 
Lourenco Marques. 
Most, if not all shipments 
for Northern 
and 
Southern 
Rhodesia also are 
unloaded 
at Lourenco Marques or Beira, 
the latter connected by rail to 
Salisbury, Southern Rhodesia. 


Mozambique is believed to 
be about to assume a leading 
role in the Portuguese econ­ 
omic world, as large oilfields 
arc said to have been dis­ 
covered there. Added to An­ 
gola’s mounting output — 
337,227 tons last year — it 
could make Portugal self - 
sufficient in petroleum. 


Lisbon is soft-pedalling ex­ 
cited reports from Lourenco 
Marques on oil finds. Home­ 
land papers have had reports 
on the topic censored. 


Task Before Pres. Johnson Is Great I 
Around The World Around The Clock

On a sad day in 1945 a little-known radio announcer 
was describing the slow movement of President Roose­ 
velt's funeral cortege down Pennsylvania Avenue. His 
voice choked as he mentioned the caisson bearing the 
body of the late president. 
And then he saw an automobile in which was seated 
a bespectacled man with a grim look on his face, a man 
upon whom a monumental burden of responsibility sud­ 
denly had fallen. 


As the announcer gazed at this man his voice 
broke and he tearfully said: ‘‘God bless President 
Truman.” 


The announcer was Arthur Godfrey. His feeling of 
grief at the unexpected death of a president and sym­ 
pathy for the tasks facing the successor was typical of 
the sorrowful reaction at the time. 
Today America is in a similar state of shock. 


Many people— despite the glaring black head­ 
lines and the films and tapes unreeling on television 
— are still finding it difficult to believe that the boy­ 
ish President John F. Kennedy is dead by will of an 
assassin. 


And people of all parties are aware of the great 
weight that sudden death has put on the shoulders of 
President Lyndon B. Johnson. 
Leaders of both political parties have rallied to 
Johnson's side, but the next months will be difficult ones 
for the new chief executive. 
Fortunately, Johnson is well equipped to as­ 
sume the presidency. He was the great moving 
force in the Senate while he was majority leader 
and he had a way of getting things done. 
He has much to do now in the months awaiting him. 


Baghdad, Iraq— Iraq's new government worked to 
restore normal conditions in this capital city where a 
lightning revolution installed a new 21-man coalition 
government to replace the old Baathist regime. Gen. 
Abdul Salam Aref, who led the Monday coup, remains 
as president. 
Vatican City— The Ecumenical Council decided 
Thursday to permit the use of modern languages in the 
Roman Catholic sacraments, including baptisms and 
weddings. 
Phnom Penh—The U.S. government breathed a 
small sigh of relief with the reports that neutral Cam­ 
bodia would turn to France and not the Communist 
world in replacing American aid. Prince Norodom Si­ 
hanouk asked for an end to U.S. aid. 
Ixmpoldville— Relations between the Soviet Union 
and the Congo faltered with the arrest and beating of two 
Soviet diplomats by soldiers of Premier Cyrille Adoula. 
One later was expelled from the country with promises 
that the other and the 100-man Soviet embassy would 
have to leave because of alleged Communist conspiring 
to aid a revolution. 
Moscow— Soviet Premier Khrushchev added another 
twist in the confusing tangle of Soviet-U.S. relations by 
urging a joint effort to ease world tensions. His letter 
urging the peaceful settlement of disputes “despite dif­ 
ferences in our social system” was sent two days after 
the expulsion from Russia of Yale Prof. Frederick Barg- 
hoorn who had been arrested and imprisoned on spy 
charges. 
New York— Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller came to an 
understanding with Republican Gov. William Scranton 
of Pennsylvania by promising not to seek pledges among 
the state’s 64 GOP convention delegates. Scranton wants 
similar assurances from Sen. Barry Goldwater (R-Ariz.).

When the assembly is or­ 
ganized next 
February, 
the 
first order of business — be­ 
fore adoption of rules—will be 
election of speaker,” Winton 
said.

that the speaker be elected by 
the majority vote of the house. 
This would throw out the rule 
that the speaker be elected on­ 
ly by the majority party. 


If one of Unruh’s people 
does not make such a mo­ 
tion, one of our will,” Win­ 
ton said. 


The speaker normally has 
been elected by a simple 41 
votes out of the 80 members 
of the assembly. During past 
sessions, the battle for speak­ 
ership has been a bitter one.

Winton said he was not 
sure w ho might be an oppon­ 
ent of Unruh next year in 
the speakership election but 
he expected there might be 
one. 


“It might even be me,” he 
said. 
Winton said it was taken 
more or less for granted that 
the 28 Republicans in the as­ 
sembly would oppose Unruh’s 
re - election. Another rule 
adopted at the time of the one 
preventing Republicans voting 
for the speaker barred Re­

“There are at least six or 
seven Democrats who will go 
against Unruh,” Winton said. 
“This may be in the form of 
voting no or may be in the 


In the past Winton has not 
been too accurate in his pre­ 
dictions of votes, especially 
votes against Unruh. In the 
big contest when Unruh first 
was elected speaker in an un­ 
precedented between - sessions 
caucus of the assembly, Win­ 
ton again opposed Unruh in 
1963, only to receive only his 
own vote. 


Sinse the adoption of the 
two rules at the special ses­ 
sion last summer, Unruh has 
agreed to drop the rules in 
return for a pledge by the 
Republicans that they would 
not take party positions on 
issues.

W ASH IN G TON oP — Lyndon 
Baines Johnson is a 6 foot. 3- 
inch Texan with a reputation 
as a man who gets things done 
He made his mark as the 
Democratic leader of the Sen­ 
ate with a dazzling perform-J 
ance as a behind-the-scenes op­ 
erator who steered a middle 
course politically. 
The 55-year-old president is 
a hard driver— of himself and 
of others. But when he is in a 
relaxing mood, he can charm 
the birds out of the trees. 


During the years 1955 to 
1961 when he was the Senate's 
majority leader and Republi­ 
can Dwight D. Eisenhower was 
president, Johnson counseled 
his fellow Democrats against 
opposition

sake. 


He urged a course of respon­ 
sibility as best for his party 
and the country and preached 
the doctrine that reasonable

the Johannesburg Baptist 
Church, said 
he 
deliberately 
looked for prejudice against 
Negroes. 


“ I hoped I would m eet some 
rabid segregationists.” he said, 
“ but, although I m et hosts of 
people, not one revealed him ­ 
self to me as sym pathetic to 
the Ku Klux Klan or anything 
of that type ” 


He say that may have been 
due to the fact he moved in 
circles related to churches. He 
added that the thought of m any 
A m ericans seemed to lie: “ We 
are w orking tow ard in teg ra­ 
tion. It has to come. 
We are 
not satisfied with our present 
race relations.” 


People told him of tre m e n ­ 
dous strides, led and inspired 
by Southern whites, since the 
war. They argued: “You can­ 
not hurry changes in hum an 
relations. The real trouble is 
that the K ennedy brothers and 
others w ant us to move too 
fast.

compulsion 
which causes trouble.” 


Parnell said segregation of 
restaurants in Nashville, Tenn., 
ended while he was in that 
city. “A lthough I lunched or 
dined in one of these re sta u ­ 
rants every day d uring m y 5- 
w cek stay there. I did not see 
a single Negro dem onstration. 
The transition passed 
unno­ 
ticed by most people and very 
few Negroes bothered to take 
advantage of th eir new liberty. 
T he protest appeared to be a 
m atter of principle ra th e r than 
a desire to eat at the restricted 
restau ran ts,” he said.

Looking Back At Thanksgiving Past

Our early Spanish-Califor- 
nians had no one special day 
of Thanksgiving. But they had 
many days of worship honor­ 
ing various saints. 


Such days were usually the 
occasion for fiestas. And on 
such dates, solemn masses 
were c e l e b r a t e d in the 
churches. 
Sports and feasting were 
also part of the celebrations, 
and sometimes those festivi­ 
ties lasted, not one day, but a 


THE SPANISH in Califor­ 
nia at first looked upon the 
American custom of setting 
aside one autumn day each 
year for a special thanksgiv­ 
ing for the produce of the 
land with indifference.' 


But soon, the Spanish-Cali- 
fornians came to accept the 
“ day of thanks’* and the holi­ 
day became a universal one 
in California. Religious serv­ 
ices were held at churches 
and at missions. And after the 
services, families would gath­ 
er around a bounteous table. 
And frequently, then as now, 
roast turkey was the princi­ 
pal dish and pumpkin pie the 
dessert. 


But the Spanish, too, added 
their touch to the table fare, 
particularly on the ranches 
where the produce of the land 
was plentiful.

whole beef barbecued along 
side a whole hog. And the 
Spanish women would be busy 
a week in advance turning

By the turn of the century, 
when I came to San Rafael as 
a boy, a certain urbanity had 
reached the town. The cele­ 
bration of the harvest con­ 
tinued, but it had taken on a 
more solemn tone. 
The 
celebration 
was 
by 
then confined largely to with­ 
in the church and within the 
home where f a m i l y and 
friends gathered. Sometimes 
those family gatherings were 
large — and sometimes, when 
loved ones lived at a great dis­ 
tance — small. 
The day started with the 
family taking a leisurely stroll 
to the church of their denom­ 


ination. 


THE LARGEST queue was 
lined up before St. Raphael’s 
Church on the site of the 
Mission San Rafael Arcangel. 
There the good Father Thom­ 
as Phillips officiated over the 
day’s services. He had just 
succeeded Father Hugh Logan 
in San Rafael. 
On the corner of Fifth and 
E streets, the congregation as­ 
cended the steps of the Pres­ 
byterian Church for the 11 
o’clock services. And similar 
scenes took place at other 
churches all over town. 
When church services end­ 
ed, the younger church-goers 
hurried home for a q u i c k 
snack before heading for the 
football game in the ballpark 
at the corner of Fourth and 
Irwin streets. The big dinner 
would come later. The Span­ 
ish liking for holiday sports 
had survived, but the rodeo 
of the rancho had given way 
to the American game of foot­ 
ball as the dominant sport 
for the holiday. 


THE MANY Spanish fami­ 
lies still living in San Rafael 
had, by then, accepted the 
American Thanksgiving Day 
traditions. But you could still 
catch the scent of tortillas 
and sauces coming from many 
kitchens. 
My first real recollection 
of a Thanksgiving Day goes 
back beyond my residence in 
San Rafael. It occurred in 
1894 and was observed on 


the Healdsburg ranch of my 
grandfather. 
Those memories are faint 
now. But I do recall shocked 
corn, yellow pumpkins lay­ 
ing among the stacks of fod­ 
der, the large orchard, the 
festoons of red peppers which 
grandmother had strung near 
the water gourd to dry in the 
sun, the butchering and the 
smoking and pickling of meat 
by the Indian help. And I 
remember how the churches 
of Healdsburg were customar­ 
ily decorated for Thanksgiv­ 
ing services by priests and 
ministers with produce from 
the outlying farms — shocks 
of corn, sheaves of wheat, 
pumpkins, baskets of apples, 
etc.— so that the congrega­ 
tion could see, even as it wor­ 
shipped, the fruitfulness of 
the earth for which they were 
giving thanks. 


W HEN ONE thinks back to 
Thanksgiving Days long past, 
one remembers the fragrance 
in the autumn air of roasting 
turkey and hot mincemeat 
pie, the suet pudding and its 
hard sauce, the fruit c a k e 
which mother had so gener­ 
ously laced with rum. 
One also remembers the 
church services, and a general 
prevalent feeling of brother­ 
hood. 
We can all of us be thank­ 
ful for Thanksgiving Day, and 
the fact that its spirit and ob­ 
servance have remained un­ 
changed in at least some re­ 
spects through the decades.

SAVE AT P AYL ESS 
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Meet Bob Severin — Man. With Ideas

Imagine boating regattas in 
Mann, 
with 
San 
An9elmo 
matched against San Kafael 
or Sausalito. 
And the whole thing wind­ 
ing up in a grand concourse 
in Richardson and San Fran­ 
cisco Bay, like the colorful 
Gold Cup Race in Seattle. 
Far-fetched? Maybe so. But 
San Rafael architect Robert 
Wilbert 
Frederick 
Severin, 
54, doesn't think so. 


HERK'S A man who has 
stepped out beyond his im­ 
mediate professional realm as 
a member of the American 
Institute of Architects to take 


part in civic activities, both 
for San Rafael and for the 
county. Many of his ideas 
have been accepted. 
Sometimes he has gone out 
on the limb and had the limb 
chopped behind him But Sev­ 
erin takes it all with a chuckle 
and goes on to the next. 
What about this boating 
idea? 
“It's unfortunate,” says Bob 
Severin, * that the word pleas­ 
ure’ is always attached to 
boating. 
Sure, 
it’s 
partly 
pleasure. But I call it indus­ 
try. 


THIS IS why: The amount 
of taxes paid on boats is only 
a small percentage of the tax 


base. But don’t overlook the 
by-products — yacht harbors, 
dredging, launching, and the 
thousands of outside tourists 
that Marin could attract if it 
had adequate facilities for 
boats to tie up. 
Take Loch Lomond Yacht 
Harbor for example, says Sev­ 
erin. Say there are 300 boats, 
each valued at $10.000. That 
would be three million dol­ 
lars in boats alone, not to 
mention allied facilities. That 
is equivalent to a subdivision 
of 150 homes of the $20,000 
category. A subdivision re­ 
quires police and fire protec­ 
tion, schools, streets, gutters 
and other utilities. 
“But boats ask for nothing; 


this is big business.” 


“I’M A LITTLE disappoint­ 
ed someone hasn’t come for­ 
ward to push this boats and 
harbors idea. With this mar­ 
velous body of water, why in 
the world couldn't we divide 
the bay into four districts— 
Marin, East Bay, Peninsula 
and San Francisco— and have 
racing competition? At the 
end of the season, we could 
have a grand boating re­ 
gatta.” 
By-products of such a re­ 
gatta might be enormous, the 
architect points out — people 
coining in to spend vacations, 
eating in restaurants, buying 
at shops. “But aside from a 
few private berthing spots, 
there isn't a dock around here 
where visitors can come as a 
group and tie up.” 
Many of his other ideas 
have already taken shape. 


CASTLE PARK Apartments 
in Hollywood, a series of Ori­ 
ental style apartments on a 
45-degree hill, is a sample of 
Sevenn’s work. It is at the 
end 
of 
North 
Sycamore, 
where the old Burnheimer 
Gardens Estate was formerly 
located. 
In Marin County Severin 
was one of the architects for 
1 erra Linda’s first homes in 
the early 19.)0s. The designs 
were 
publicized 
nationally 
and featured in Sunset and 
other magazines. 
Five years ago, he envis­ 
aged a shopping center in the 
Terra Linda area, specifically 
where Fairchild is now lo­ 


cated. Today, the Northgate 
¿»popping Center is going up 
a short distance away. 


HE IS ON the team of de­ 
signers for San Rafael’s new 
city hall on Fifth Avenue. He 
succeeded Rolland Hammond 
as designer of the Loch Lo­ 
mond shopping and commer­ 
cial center. 
When a block on Fourth 
Street burned between D and 
Profile 
0(A 
¡tlariHíte 


E Streets, Severin was one of 
those who pushed for a mas­ 
ter plan for renovation. He 
succeeded only partially—in 
the 
Linggi, 
Schwartz and 
Stern and Scheiner Buildings. 
His architectural office is lo­ 
cated at 1414 Fourth Street, 
in the Stern and Scheiner 
Building. 
A storm of controversy 
erupted over Severin’s idea 
of an A Street Promenade in 
the middle of San Rafael. He 
went so far as to build a scale 
model, donating it to the San 
Rafael 
Chamber 
of 
Com­ 
merce.

cleaned. 
T e x t i l e m anufacturers 
stabilize wa-haldc c o t t o n 
knits with a resin f i n i s h , 
Jhow’evcr. If the cotton knit 
has not been diruensionally 


stabilized in m anufacture, 
excessive «hrinkagc may re­ 
sult. 
Even resin-treated cotton 
knit« after careful dryeloan- 
ing may shrink in varying 
degree-. I his is due to the 
gradual removal of the resin 
fini-h through r e p e a t e d 
cleanings. If the cotton knit 
has not b e e n treated by 
the m anufacturer, it may 
shrink excessively no m at­ 


ter how it is cleansed. Once 
this occurs to an unstahil- 
ized fabric the original size 
cannot he restored. 
It is well not to trust your 
cotton knit to mechanical 
cleansing. You m ay lose col­ 
or as well as size. Your pro­ 
fessional drycleaner knows 
how to handle these knits. 
Call on him to use his skill 
in keeping your cotton knits 
attractive and wearable.

Continued from Page M-4 
the San Rafael Mission to A l­ 
bert 
Field, making that a 
pedestrian promenade. Sever- 
in’s idea was this: San Rafael 
is a one-street town. Let’s 
cross it in the center and a 
shopping area should mush­ 
room around it. 
“ But it got so controversial, 
I had to stop talking atx>ut 
it.” 
Severin looks not only into 
the future but into the past 
for ideas. 
Remember the good old 
Saturday parades and the fer­ 
ns w h e e l s and merry-go- 
rounds? 
He probably had that in 
mind when he came up one 
year with a Christmas season 
plan to block Fourth Street 
to traffic and make one big 
pedestrian 
mall, 
with side 
streets for parking. 
He pro­ 
posed merry-go-rounds, ferris 
wheels and tents for mothers 
to leave their children while 
shopping. 


THIS, TOO, fell by the way­ 
side. 
A m o n g ideas that bore 
fruit were Harry Albert’s ar­ 
cade building on F o u r t h 
Street where the water dis­ 
trict office was formerly locat­ 
ed; the new building on Fifth 
where Marin Industrial Foun­ 
dation, 
Chamber of 
Com­ 
merce. and Marin Visitors Bu­ 


reau are located; and other 
commercial structures a n d 
private homes. 
He is working on a big ad­ 
dition to the Marin Medical 
Center 
at 
Second 
and

streets, 
expansion

Crocker Anglo Bank's office 
at Fourth and B, and a new 
U n i t e d California Bank at 
Third and Cijos. 


JU ST NORTH of the Civic 
Center, he is designing a mul­ 
ti-million-dollar 
Marin 
Con­ 
vention Center for Shaun W ilt­ 
shire and Associates. It calls 
for a central core with restau­ 
rant and convention facilities, 
with motel units radiating out 
like spokes in a giant wheel, 
w i t h possible condominium 
apartments and lagoon devel­ 
opment. 
On the architecture of the 
new Civic Center, Severin 
w o u l d not comment. 
One 
architect does not know all 


the ramifications involved in 
a building done by another 
architect, he explains. 
“ The question of economics 
dictates the kind of materials 
and the end product.” 


BUT O F O N E thing Severin 
is definite: “ I think there is 
enough talent in Marin now 
that we don’t have to rely on 
bringing in people from the 
outside.” 
He lives at 8 Marina Court 
Drive in San Rafael with his 
wife, 
the 
former Jean 
L. 
Owens of San Francisco. She 
is a third generation San 
Franciscan. Her m a t e r n a l 
grandparents were associated 
with H. L. E. Meyer Shipping 
Co., and her paternal grand­ 
parents with the Great Amer­ 
ican Tea and Coffee Co. be­ 
fore the 1906 earthquake. 
The Severins have a mar­

H E MOVED TO Ix>s Ange­ 
les in 1924, graduating in 
1932 from U n i v e r s i t y of 
Southern California with ar­ 
chitecture as his major. 


Just before World War II, 
he studied at the Art Center 
in Los A n g e l e s and took 
courses at California Institute 
of Technology. 


When 
the 
shooting war 
broke out, Howard Hughes 
pulled him out of Cal Tech 
and shipped him to Vancou­ 
ver, Wash., to start a program 
to build plywood flying boats. 


But that project was lost in 
the shuffle when the program 
of w a r f a r e changed, and 
Severin and his colleagues 
shifted their attention to pro­ 
duction illustration in s h i p 
building. 


T IIA T IN V O L V E D plotting 
every detail of a ship in three 
d i m e n s i o n s , down to the 
slightest bend in a pipe. 
When a ship was disabled 
at sea. men would be flown to 
the ship to inspect the dam­ 
age. With the use of the geo­ 
metric illustrations, r e p a i r 
plans could be worked out in 
advance so that work could 
begin as soon as the ship 
reached port. 
Severin and his group got 
a Navy commendation for this 
work. A f t e r the war, he 
stayed in Oregon, developing 
a summer resort area, then 
m o v e d back to California, 
settling in Marin. 


IN C IV IC W O R K , Severin is 
chairman of the boats and 
harbors committee of the Ma­ 
rin Visitors Bureau, a director 
of the bureau, and a director 
on the San Rafael Chamber 
of Commerce. 
Looking out over the bays 
and 
hills, 
Severin 
sees 
a 
steady influx of new residents 
and visitors. 
His reaction to the inevit­ 
able growth is philosophical: 
“ You can’t stand there like 
Horatio at the Bridge with a 
wet towel in hand trying to 
beat back the tide. You might 
as well step back, make plans 
and be ready for them.”

Rolf Persinger, new prin­ 
cipal violist 
with 
the 
San 
Francisco Symphony, has re­ 
turned to live in Marin where 
he spent 10 years of his early 
life in Mill Valley, Sausalito 
and San Rafael. 
He and his wife, Arden, and 
their two children. Wendy, 10, 
and Brandon, 8. now live in a 
new home on top of one of the 
Tiburon hills. 
There he expects to do 
some private teaching of vio­ 
lin and viola and enjoy many 
evenings of music with other 
noted musicians of Marin and 
the Bay Area One of his ma­ 
jor interests is siring quar­ 
tets. 
Neighbors have already had 
the privilege of hearing famil­ 
iar Brahms and Beethoven 
themes through the open win­ 
dows on warm evenings. 


NOW 40 YEARS old. Per­ 
singer has, since leaving Ma­ 
rin, enjoyed the best of train­ 
ing and much rich experience 
with some of the country's 
outstanding musical organi­ 
zations. 
For the past nine seasons 
he has played with the Chi­ 
cago Symphony as associate 
solo violist, lie was invited to 
join that symphony by Fritz 
Reiner as a result of the crit­ 
ical acclaim that followed his 
debut in 1952 as a solo artist 
in New York’s Town Hall. 


HE APPEARED many times 
as viola soloist with the Chi­ 
cago Symphony and founded 
the Festival String Quartet 
which presented 12 concerts 
a year and featured 
such 
world-famous soloists as Leon 
Fleischer, Leonard Rose, Eu­ 
gene Istomin and Benny Good­ 
man. 
During this time he also 
taught at Northwestern Uni­ 
versity.

Symphony, Persinger played 
four seasons as solo violist

HIS FIRST symphonic af­ 
filiation was with the NBC 
Symphony under Arturo Tos- 


canini for two years in New 
York City, where he was also 
violist with the Guilet String 
Quartet 
which 
toured 
the 
United 
States, Mexico 
and 
Canada And he founded the 


Persinger String Trio, which 
traveled throughout the U. S. 
Born into a very musical 
family, Rolf started the study 
of piano at the age of 4 with 
his mother, Angela Giannelli, 
a professional pianist. At thè 
age of 10 he began the study 
of the violin with his father, 
I«ouis Persinger, concert mas­ 
ter of the San Francisco Sym­ 
phony for some 12 or 13 years 
and founder of his own Per­ 
singer String Quartet, It was 
during this period that the 
family lived in Marin County. 


ROLFS FATHER is one of 
the top violin teachers in the 
country. Among his pupils 
have been Yehudi Menuhin. 
Isaac Stern and Rugierrio Ric­ 
ci. 
He still teaches at the Jul- 
liard School of Music in New 
York City. 
Rolf continued his study of 
the 
violin 
at 
the 
Julliard 
School of Music until he was 
21. While he was a student 
there, he was the only young 
New York violinist selected 
to play with the American 
Youth Orchestra under Leo­ 
pold Stowkowski. 


HE LEFT Julliard when he 
was inducted into the U. S. 
Army, where he served four 
years as a warrant officer 
and 
band 
leader, 
working 
with the USO in music thera­ 
py, and conducting sympho­ 
nies. 
During his service he broke 
his hand in an accident. After 
six months of inactivity, he 
switched from the violin to 
the viola, not because of the 
accident, but because he be­ 
lieved the scarcity of viola 
soloists offered more oppor­ 
tunity with that instrument.

sota, Persinger has taught at 
Colorado College in Colorado

Continued from Page M-8 
of the West in Santa Barbara. 
Among his most highly prized 
experiences was a tour he and 
his wife took in 1951 to the 
music festivals of Europe as 
leaders of a group of 25 col­ 
lege graduates. 


WHEN P E R S I N G E R is 
heard next March as viola 
soloist with the San Francisco 
Symphony, he will be playing 
an instrum ent of unusual in­ 
terest to musicians. 
“Many people admire and 
love fantastic old i n s t r u - 
m ents,” he says. “Up to four 
years ago, my viola was a 
Maginni made in 1650. Then 
I met a violin-maker in Chi­ 
cago and commissioned him 
to make an instrument to my 
own specifications. 


“HE MADE IT out of wood 
more than 200 years old. 
W hether through his crafts­ 
manship or luck or whatever, 
it turned out to be what musi­ 
cians have acclaimed as one 
of the finest modern violas 
in existence. 
The tone puts 
you in mind of the instrument 
of William Primroae, who is 
largely responsible for mak­ 
ing the viola what it is today. 
“I hope to make people 
aware of what the viola can 
be aa a solo instrum ent.” 
Persinger continues: “We 
came to San Francisco be­ 


cause I wanted to work with 
Joseph Krips, and because I 
believe that there are more 
opportunities for solo work 
and cham ber music here. 


“SINCE COMING here and 
having 
the 
opportunity 
to 
play cham ber music evenings 
with the string players out­ 
side the symphony, I have 
come to the conclusion that 
the level of string playing 
here is exceptionally high. It 
is comparable to the finest to 
be found anywhere.

This 
is a very important 
question. F M recep­ 
tion, like television 
reception, is line of 
sight for distance; 
that is, if you live 
high on a hill and 
have no mountains 
between your location and 
the transmitting station, you 
will have very clear recep ­ 
tion from stations as far as 
90 miles away. If you live 
behind hills, your reception 
may l>e limited to only a few 
miles. 
When purc hasing an KM 
tuner, your location and thus 
your reception area is the 
imi)ortant factor to consider. 
If you are high or otherwise 
in a location with a clear 
view in the transmitting di­ 
rection, 
you 
undoubtedly 
will have strong KM signals 
in your area. You do not 
have to choose an KM tuner 
that is extremely sensitive. 
If you are in an area that has 
obstructions between your 
home and the transmitting 
stations, chances are that 
your FM and T V signals are 
not as strong as they should 
be. For these areas you 
should select an KM tuner 
that has a high sensitivity. 
What are sensitivity rat­ 
ings or s p e c ific a tio n s ? 
Among other things, a good 
tuner will specify its sensi­ 
tivity. Component type KM 
tuners range in sensitivity 
from 6 microvolts for 30 db 
of quieting using IH K stand­ 
ards (Institute ot High F i­ 
delity standards) to as low 
as 1.6 microvolts for 30 db 
of quieting using IH F stand­ 
ards. The least sensitive is 
the set requiring 6 micro­ 
volts, and the most sensitive 
is 
the one requiring 
1.6 
microvolts. What does all ot 
this mean? It means that it 
takes 6 microvolts or more 
of signal from your antenna 
to allow the F M tuner to 
provide you with a clear un­ 
distorted program without 
background noise for the 
least sensitive of the sets, 
and as little as 1.6 microvolts 
ot signal at the antenna to 
provide you with a clear un­ 
til storted program without 
background noise for the 
most sensitive and most 
costly of F M 
tuners. Of 
course, many sets have sen­ 
sitivitie s so m e w h e re b e­ 
tween 6 and 1.6 microvolts. 
If you are in a strong sig­ 
nal area, having an extreme­ 
ly sensitive set w ill not 
necessarily make any ap­ 
preciable difference over a 
less sensitive set having 
equal q u ality. A ll signal 
over a certain amount w ill 
automatically 
be 
rejected 
by the tuner. However, il 
you are in a poor signal area, 
and lor example you have 
2 microvolts of signal but 
your F M set requires 6 
m icrovolts to g iv e good 
clean reception, you w ill 
have a noisy and distorted 
program. By installing say a 
set with 1.8 microvolts sen­ 
sitivity, you would have a 
good program.

The Pierre Atidemars stories 
featuring detective M. Pinaud 
of the Surete are always ex­ 
cellent. but in “The Street of 
Grass” the author has outdone 
himself.

Ann Bridge, wife of a Brit­ 
ish diplomat, has written an­ 
other of her novels dealing 
with 
international 
intrigue 
and suspense in her “The 
Dangerous Islands.” 
Her plot is overshadowed, 
as it often is, by the richness 
of her descriptions. 
Settings in the Hebrides 
and Scilly 
Islands and in 
County Mayo, Ireland, are 
presented in such loving and 
vivid detail that at times Mrs. 
Bridge seems to be laying it 
on just a bit “too thick.” But 
the reader soon succumbs to 
the charm of the locales and 
sits back, just enjoying the 
wealth of magnificent land­ 
scapes, quaint local customs 
and 
colorful 
backgrounds 
which flavor the novel. 
Characterizations are also 
strongly done, and include 
some familiar Bridge char­ 
acters from earlier novels, 
one of whom is the beautiful 
and 
delightfully 
unpredict­ 
able Julia Probyn. 
The 
plot seems a 
little 
naive—something to do with 
a network of secret satellite 
tracking stations being plant­ 
ed around Britain by those 
dastardly 
Russians. 
J u l i a 
and a new boy friend are out 
to foil this scheme. But you 
become far too engrossed in 
the beautifully done back­ 
grounds to bicker about a 
rather shallow story line. Few 
travel books have done as 
well. And the off-the-beaten- 
track places to which Mrs. 
Bridge and her characters 
take you are perfect subjects 
for such an armchair tour. 


TODAY, when we think of 
Sherlock Holmes, it is actor 
Basil Rathbone who comes to 
mind. Seldom has Hollywood 
done such a superb job of 
casting. 
A previous generation cast 
Holmes in the pattern of still 
another famous impersonator, 
William Gillette. 
But thespians aren’t the 
only group who have contrib­ 
uted toward our visualization 
of A. Conan Doyle’s great 
sleuth. Illustrators, too, have 
played a part, drawing and 
painting their conceptions of 
Holmes hundreds of times for 
the 
newspapers, 
magazines 
and books which have chron­ 
icled the master detective’s 
exploits. 
Baker Street Irregular Wal­ 
ter Klinefelter tells the story 
of Holmesian portraiture in 
his 
generously - illustrated 
“Sherlock Holmes in Portrait 
& Profile.” 
The work of such as Sidney 
Paget. Harry C. Adams, Fred­ 
eric Dorr Steele and many 
others less familiar is shown 
and analyzed. Ironically, the 
feeblest job of all was that 
performed by Charles Doyle, 
father 
of 
the 
creator 
of 
Holmes. 
Holmes fans will find this 
book fascinating, for Kline­ 
felter has done the kind of 
comprehensive job that could 
only stem from wholehearted 
devotion to a cause. 


IT IS NOT surprising that

Unfortunately this brief 
appearance is magnified by 
guilt, because Man’s role in 
its extinction was decisive. 
Allan W Eckert bases his

Island, off the southwestern 
coast of Iceland, the species 
of a large penguin-like bird

If theater fans are looking 
for backstage gossip or a flat­ 
tering portrait of a man who 
has earned the title of “ dean 
of Broadway directors,” they 
won't find either in George 
Abbott’s autobiography. 
Instead they will find the 
story of a man’s life written 
with 
stark 
honesty, 
the 
unflattering aspects getting 
equal play with the flattering. 
During his 50 years on 
Broadway as a director, actor, 
writer and producer, Abbott 
had more than his share of 
successes. 
But he does not 
gloss over the failures. 
He admits there are 
“ups 


and downs” in the theater, 
and so there are in Abbott’s 
story. 


Understandably, 
some 
of 
his finer passages concern the 
theater, and his advico in mat­ 
ters of the theater is invalu­ 
able. When his advice ranges 
into other fields and he offers 
bits of 
his philosophy, 
he 
tends to pontificate; a fault he 
found in his father, incident­ 
ally. 
Abbott’s recounting of his 
early days in upstate New 
York, Cheyenne, Wyo., and a 
military academy in Nebras­ 
ka. are a 
welcome 
switch 
from the usual “ show biz” 
rags-to-riches story opening 
on New York's lower East ! 
Side. 
His unrelenting frankness 
is most evident in his epi- j 
sodes of family life, includ­ 
ing two marriages that were 
something 
less 
than 
ideal 
After all, how many will vol­ 
unteer the information they 
didn't go to their mother's 
funeral? 
All in all, not quite up to 
M oss Hart’s “ Act One,” but at 
least three miles ahead of the 
standard “ as-told-to” yarn. 


Pesky Redskins

They lacked the flash and 
color of the Sioux or Chey­ 
ennes, 
but 
the 
Kickapoos 
were the most independent, 
orneriest, peskiest tribe of 
redskins to hold up the march 
of the white man’s civiliza­ 
tion across thc central plains 
and the southwest. 
Some of them for a time 
were followers of Tecumseh 
and the Prophet, and later 
they produced a prophet of 
their own in Kennekuk. per­ 
haps their most famous chief 
If they lacked great leaders 
of the stature of Geronimo, 
Sitting Bull or Chief Joseph, 
they displayed an endurance 
in resisting the whites that 
even Joseph could not match. 
And because of their adamant 
refusal to follow “ the white 
man’s road,” neither force of 
arms nor the ordinary brand 
of 
double-dealing 
accorded 
the Indian was sufficient to 


oust them from their hunting 
grounds; it required 
fraud 
and chicanery of an especially 
refined variety. 
A. M. Gibson of the Univer­ 
sity of Oklahoma Library has 
added a worthy volume to 
that university’s “ Civilization 
of 
the 
American 
Indian” 
series with “ The Kickapoos: 
Lords of the Middle Border.” 
His tale has a hero, too -and, 
unusual indeed for an Indian 
tribal history, the hero is a 
white man: Frank Thackery, 
who became Kickapoo Indian 
agent in 1905 and succeeded 
in restoring thc remnants of 
the tribe to at least the last 
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of the lands promised them 
by the Great White Father in 
Washington. 
Gibson is no George Bird 
Grinnell; but 
neither were 
the Kickapoos the Fighting 
Cheyennes. And if his history 
of the Kickapoos is more pe­ 
dantic than some other tribal 
histories in the series, it is 
perhaps also more enlighten­ 
ing.

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Guard against both over- 
watering and over-fertilizing 
foliage plants in your home. 
One method of overcoming 
the problem of too-heavy a 
hand with the water is to 
leave the plant in its original 
clay pot, 
which drains off 
both excess water and harm­ 
ful salt a c c u m u l a t i o n s 
through porous pot walls. 
For 
maintenance, 
s o m e 
plants need only be fertilized 
twice a year or so. Foliage 
plants grown in 
watertight 
containers, 
such 
as 
plastic 
pots, may actually be dam­ 
aged by accumulation of salts 
that develop from too fre­ 
quent fertilizing.

If you think of container 
gardening as a rather limited 
horticultural 
diversion, 
con­ 
sider the nurserymen. 


Everything he has is grown 
in containers— and large or 
small everything is thriving 
and healthy. 


The California A s s n . of 
Nurserymen uses this not as 
a recommended example for 
home gardeners to follow, but 
only as in indication of how 
versatile container gardening 
can be. There is nothing that 
won’t grow in a container for 
a limited time, at least And a 
majority of shrubs and trees 
can be confined to such un 
n a t u r a l circumstances for 
years on end 


The point we make is that 
anyone who turns his imagi­ 
nation loose on this particular 
form of gardening can not on 
ly create corners of interest 
but of lasting beauty as well. 


RIGHT NOW, for instance, 
you can plant spring blooming 
bulbs in containers. Daffodils, 
tulips and hyacinths, to say 
nothing of the minor bulbs 
such as grape hyacinths and 
Dutch irises, all thrive in con­ 
tainers and the pots full of 
beauty they create for spring 
is welcome, indeed. Use gal­ 
lon nursery cans, clay pots or 
redwood planters for y o u r 
bulbs 
and 
plant 
plenty of 
them. 


You can’t overdo things in 
this respect. 
I^ayer some gravel in the 
bottom of the container, then 
a bit of soil mixed with bone- 
meal and a thin layer of plain 
soil over this mix.

Prune annually to maintain 
the shape you like and to dis­ 
courage excessive top growth. 
Dwarf fruit trees, also are 
ideal for containers. Not only 
are they naturally compact 
and 
happy 
with 
confined 
roots, but such treatment us­ 
ually makes them bear more 
heavily 
and 
earlier. 
Dwarf 
citrus trees in containers are 
real 
attention 
getters, 
for 
more than ever they become a 
center of attention. 


CAMELLIAS ARE perfectly 


happy in containers for years 
and 
years. 
The classic ex­ 
amples, in this case, are cer- 
t tin 
camellias 
which 
have 
been grown in Ixmdon, Eng­ 
land, for nearly a century. 
They still thrive in the two- 
foot square containers which 
they have always grown in. 
Camellias 
are 
a 
timely 
choice, too, for they are just 
now showing color in nurser­ 
ies. Give them 
a 
soil mix 
mostly of leaf mold and they 
couldn’t be happier. 


Succulents a r e i d e a l l y 
grown in containers and many 
different forms can be com* 
b i n e d in a single planter. 
Your nurseryman is the best 
guide to buying succulents. 
The list is so long they are 
easier to choose by sight than 
by name. 


T II E POSSIBILITIES for 
enjoyment 
from 
container 
gardening are boundless. One 
always thinks of the roof-top 
gardens in some cities, where 
gardeners have been forced 
to experiment with new plant 
materials to create their de­ 
sired garden effects. All of 
us c o u l d learn something 
from the results. 


Trees l a r g e enough for 
birds to nest in, hedgerows, 
shrubs of all sizes and shapes, 
blooming perennials and an­ 
nuals— all of them thrive in 
containers in these rooftop 
gardens. Such gardeners may 
be limited for space and lack­ 
ing in soil, but they have cre­ 
ated lasting beauty through 
the use of containers and im­ 
agination.

should follow their example 
and plant accordingly.

spring to give you quick 
rewards.

^ Major pruning should wait 
until winter sets in, but 
weak or dead growth can 
be removed from shrubs 
and trees this month.

DO-IT-YOURSELF 
Build A Gazebo In Your Garden 
For Added Touch Of Charm 


A jaunty, whimsical gazebo 
can add a special touch of 
charm to your garden. 
The one pictured to the 
right on this page was design­ 
ed by Graham W. S. Miller, 
AID, and his working draw­ 
ings are shown above for do- 
it-yourselfers who might want 
to tackle the project. 
Made of certified kiln-dried 
redwood, this shelter may be 
stained or painted to match 
or contrast with existing gar­ 
den structures—or left with 
no finish at all for a natural 
weathered effect. 
Since redwood is rot-resist­ 
ant, it can be placed directly 
on the ground or on a con­ 
crete or brick patio. No foun­ 
dation is necessary and the

floor can be grass, gravel, 
brick or whatever you choose. 
If you build it yourself, use 
aluminum or hot-dipped gal­ 
vanized nails to avoid stain­ 
ing. The redwood is available 
at any building supply or 
lumber dealer. 
And in adding a gazebo to 
your garden, you will be right 
in style. At their peak of pop­ 
ularity way back in the Vic­ 
torian Era, gazebos are now 
making a modest comeback. 


They are ideal as garden 
retreats for meditation, and 
as “gazing” points from which 
to enjoy a quiet view.

The Entrance Hall 
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Kvery home needs an en­ 
trance hall. It’s an essential 
ingredient 
which 
functions 
something like a good high­ 
way interchange. 


From the entryway, there 
should be direct access to the 
three m ajor a r e a s of the 
home: the kitchen-utility, liv­ 
ing and dining rooms, and the 
bedroom wing. This lets each 
area function independently 
and without traffic problems. 


An entrance 
hall 
doesn’t 
need to be designed in the 
grand manner to work well 
It can be relatively small and 
open to the living room and 
still serve

gauge needed size, figure on

out hitting each other. 


IN MOST HOMES, it’s best 
to let the entrance hall con­

If your garage or carport 
has a flat roof, this might be 
the perfect place to put a 
secluded sundeck. 


The asphalt roofing of the 
flat - topped carport can be 
covered with wood decking to 
provide a cool, comfortable 
surface for the outdoor room. 
Using 
hardy 
Douglas 
fir 
lumber, build the decking in 
squares of four feet. D e c k 
boards should be two-by-fours 
installed either on 
edge 
or 
flat, and runners underneath 
should be four-by-fours to lift 
the deck well away from the 
asphalt. The decking can be 
built in the home workshop, 
then transported to the roof­ 
top. 
The squares of decking will 
not be permanently attached , 
to the rooftop, but rather will 
be movable. This permits easy j 
removal for any needed fu­ 
ture repairs to the roofing i 
underneath. 
Screens can also be added 
around the edge of this roof­ 
top room to provide privacy 
or to control wind, and, of i 
course, an outside stairway 
will be needed to reach it. 
If you want to get sophisti­ 
cated, add a garden to the 
rooftop sundeck with planter 


boxes of greens and flowers. 
Imitation river rock— actually 
lightweight plastic — can be 
also used to c r e a t e gravel 
beds. The “ rock’’ should be 
contained 
in shallow 
boxes 
and may be alternated with 
squares of decking for nat­ 
ural appearance.
